attention for the wounded and the sick. 


During the meeting, the representatives of the PotD Ines Tiertsin, Shanghat end 
Manehurian Corps. which hed taken up the vork befor>2 the others, made reports on 
74e experience they had gained and asked the Health ‘Depextmont to provide 
adequate medical supplics and xX=ray films. 


The meeting passed a resolution to allocate 600 physicians and medical service 
personnel for the front and 250 for beses in Manchuria. A system of rotation 
would be eatablished so that troops at the front woald be renlaced by those ix. 

the rear every three weeks or one month. Volunteer medical groups in the verLous 
losalitias were recuosted to share the burden of those who had already volurtuerec 
their services. The Health Department of the Supply and Servier Command aseured 
the delecates that medical supplies would be made available proxptly.
